roughneck pacifist, on the contrary, 
is a mere belated savage, who has not 
been educated to the virtues of nation 
al patriotism and of willingness to 
fight for the national flag and the na- 
tional ideal.”

About 500 Square Miles of Territory Has Been Charred and 
Number of Farmers Have Suffered Severe Losses -- 
Blame is Placed on Fire Rangers Who Allowed 

_ Smouldering Flames to Exist During Summer. 


Peace River, Sept. 28.—The most 
Gisastrous fire in the history of the 
north country occurred last Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday, when the great 
area between Bear Leke and Dunve- 
gan Was swept by a series of* bush 
and prairie fires. Approximately 600 
square miles of territory was charred 
by the flames wich, fanned by a wind 
which at times assumed hurricane 
proportions, wrought damage which 
is certass to work a serious hardship 
upon many who were caught in its 
course. Thousands of tons of hay in 
stacks were burned, numerous hcuses, 
barns and granaries destroyed and 
some horses and cattle cremated, 

The fire is now well under control, 
thanks to the cooperative efforts of 
the farmers «..« 1 to the fact that the 
wind died down, The blaze assumed 
serious proporitions on Friday, after 
having been rather threatening for 
several days. Friday night a heavy 
wind sprang up, continuing all day 
Saturday, Saturday night and part of 
Sunday. 

The cause of the fire and the blame 
for it generally is laid at the doors 
of fire rangers who, it |s charged, have 
disregarded the fires which have been 
burning slowly all summer In some 
of the coulees. Nothing was done to 
extinguish these fires. Then came the 
long dry fall which made the prairie 
and bush like tinder and then the 


wind. 
Big Loss of Feed. 

The most serious aspect of the cat- 
astrophe is the logs of feed. Some 
of the hay lost may be replaced be- 
fore freeze-up, but cattle pasture for 
the remainder of this season and ear-

Biack, “it snould be remem- 
vered that had he been appointed six 
montas earlier and had then been abie 
to perfect pians and organization the 
whole task would have veen simpier, 
As it is he has been asked not only 
to deal with a complicated economic 
situation but to do wo at the seaso) 
when the food production of Canada 
is at its maximum, and probieme cai 
for immediate suiution. it is not easy 
to find remedies for abuses which 
have grown unchecked with our ecoi- 
omic system for yeara, particularly 
since every movement automatically 
reveais some other phase which re- 
quires adjustment. 

“Under these circumstances he can 
only hope to work out general princi- 
pies which can be appiied in a mea- 
sure for the time being and developed 
4s conditions warrant or permit, 

“For this purpose he has called in- 
to existence certain committees com- 

osed of Canadians with special know- 
edge of certain products, Their de- 
cisions made after due study, he Is 
prepared to accept. Take the Live 
Stock Committee for example, which 
assembled in tOtawa a few days agu. 
Such well known men were deliberat- 
ing on the slaughter of calves and 
lambs as J. D. McGregor of Brandon, 
Coi, McEwen of London, a well known 
sheep breeder, Controller Cameron of 
Toronto, H. 8. Arkell, Acting Live 
Stock Commissioner for the Dominion, 
Professor Day of the Ontario Agr!- 
cultural college, and other represe.- 
tative men, Surely when such a com- 
mittee announces a decision the pub- 
lic will be satisfied that it is the wis- 
est possible under the circumstances. 

“Fish is being just as carefully 
dealt with. G, Frank Beer of Toronto 
is chairman and with him are such 
men as R. Y. Eaton, manager of the 
T. Eaton Co, Ltd., Toronto, and F. 8. 
Wiley, ship owner of Port Arthur. If 
one may make invidious comparisons 
this committee appears to have ac- 
complished the most constructive 
pieces of work ever undertaken in 
Canada.

| Today We Celebrate | 


Prince Maximilian 

Prince Maximilian, the eldest son of 
the murdered Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand of Austria, will be fifteen years 
old today, as he was horn Sept, 29, 
1902, in Vienna. The “Hapsburg 
curse” hae descended upon the young 
prince, for, while he once stood com- 
paratively near the throne, he is now 
destined to spend the remainder of his 
life in more or less obscurity, unless he 
rises by his own merits. If fortune 
had favored him he might ‘one day 
have sat upon the throne of the dual 
monarchy, or whatever is left of it af- 
ter the war ends, 

It is true that the orphan lad’s 
mother was not of royal blood, and 
therefore proscribed by immemorial 
Hapsburg law from becoming mother 
of a king. It is also true that when 
the murdered Archduke Ferdinand, 
heir-presumptive to the crown of the 
late Francis Joseph, married the wo- 
man of his choice, Countess Sophie 
Chotek, the alliance was considered a 
morganatic one, and the Archduke 
tock a solemn oath exciuding his wife 
and childre. from the throne, Yet 
laws older than those of the Haps- 
burgs, and vows more serious than 
those taken by Francis Ferdinand, 
have been broken, and for years before 
his tragic death the Archduke labored 
to elevate his wife to royal standing 
and to make his eldest son his heir 
He besought the good offices of the 
Vatican to relicve him of his vow, and 
the influence of other royal houses to 
supplement his efforte. 

It was significent that King George 
and Queen Mary, before the war, re- 
ceived the Duchess of Hohenberg— 
the title conferred upon the Arch- 
duke’s wife by the late Francis Jo- 
seph—on terms of complete equality, 
and thus Indicated that they were in 
full sympathy with the Archduke and 
the Duchess in their attempts to tri- 
umph over ancient law and custom, 

The Hungarians were almost a unit 
in favoring the claims of the morgan- 
atic wife, and the Hungarian parlia- 
ment pronounced her claims to the 
Hungarian throne valid and declared 
that when Ferdinand became King of 
Hungary she would reign as queen, 
and her son, Prince Maximilian, would 
be accepted as heir to the throne. 
There was every indication that the 
Duchess would be the victor in the 
fight for the recognition of her chil- 
dren when she and her husband were 
assassinated at Sarajevo, Bosnia, 
that fateful day in 1914. The tragedy 
not only left Prince Maximilian an or- 
phan, but !t deprived him of all chance 
of ever ascending the throne, which 
his uncle, Charles I. now occupies.

a general strike unless the Great 
Northwestern Telegraph company ac- 
cepta the terms of the _ conciliation 
board in the near future, hae been re- 
ceived by the minister of labor. 

For the purvose of ascertaining 
what action the department is taking 
to avold such a strike, a delegation 
consisting of J. C. Watters, president 
of the Dominion Trades and Labor 
Congress, and Iccal officials of the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ union wait- 
ed upon Hon. T. W. Crothers this 
morning. They were told by the min- 
ister that he expected to be able to 
make gome definite statement by 5 
o'clock this afternoon, It is under- 
stood that there may be a meeiing 
of the binet council earlier in the 
afternoon at which the strike will be 
discussed and measures ovr settling 
it adopted. 

Hon. T. W. Crothers, minister of 
labor, when asked this morning if 
there was any hope of an early seitle- 
ment of the Great Northwestern em- 

loyes’ strike, stated positively that 
t “wolild soon be settled.” 

Immigration Officials Busy. 

Montreal, Sept. 28.—The immigra- 
tion authorities continue to turn back 
men coming to Canada to take pos!- 
tions in the Great Northwestern Tele- 
graph company, whose striking opera- 
tors were aetill out today. 

It was also learned here today that 
the United States immigration author- 
ities are interesting themselves in the 
trouble, because they suspett that a 
number of men trying to get into 
Canada to take te’egraphers’ jobs are 
really men attempting to evade mill- 
tary service.

WIDOW FAILS IN HER 
ACTION FOR §2,500 


Sued Insurance Company to Re- 
cover Amount of Policy Hus- 
band Had Taken 


A widow suing an insurance com- 
pany for $2,500, the amount of her 
husband's life policy, had her claim 
thrown out in the supreme court by 
Mr. Justice Hyndman Friday morning. 

Mrs. Nellie Valpy was the woman 
and the defendant was the Monarch 
Life Insurance coyipany, 

Julius George Valpy took out an tn- 
surance policy for $2,500 just a few 
days before he was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident. He had paid his first 
annual premium of $74.25 and had 
been examined by the insurance com- 
pany’s doctor, The insurance com- 
pany refused to pay the widow the 
amount of the policy and claimed that 
the contract was not in effect because | 
the doctor's report had not been re- 
ceived and filed, and neither had the 
papers recording the payment of the 
premium and the particulars of the | 
poliey been received at the head office; 
of the company before Valpy was 
killed.

An order-in-council to this effect 
will shortly be published, 

An respect to the voluntary medical 
examinations now in progress, it ts 
pointed out that if a man feels he has 
not been placed in his proper medical 
category, he can take his case to the 
local tribunal Unnecessary applica- 
tions for exemption will be strongly 
discouraged.

“My recommenda- 
tion to the government before leaving 
Ottawa in respect to the prices of coal 
was that the price should be the cost 
to the consumer, including overhead 
and other charges, plus a fair and Just 
profit, of which I should be the judge. 
An order-in-council was then being 
prepared, carrying out my recommen- 
dation and which would provide suit- 
able penalties for any infraction of the 
regulation. 
“I have decided that a fair and just 
profit in the city of Winnipeg shall not 
exceed an average of 50 cents per ton.

Serious Situation Developing in 
Canada in Consequence of 
“Action of U. 8. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Sept. 28.—lThe serious 
situation developing in aCnada in con- 
sequence of the United States embar- 
go on the export, except under license, 
of pig iron, iron and_ steel plates, 
chrome nickel steel, boiler tubes, steel 
billets, tin plate, and other raw ma- 
terials of iron and steel manufactures, 
was discussed today with the minister 
of trade and commerce, Sir George 
Foster, by a representative deputa- 
tion of Canadian iron and steel manu- 
facturers, 

The shortage of raw material for 
manufacturing output for domesfic 
use threatens to cause a temporary 
shutting down of some plants or at 
least a restricted output and short 
shifts. The whole situation was can- 
vassed with Sir George Foster today. 

It is possible that steps will be taken 
under government supervision to con- 
serve and co-ordinate iron and steel 
supplies and secure as far as possible 
a distribution of the limited supplies 
obtainable covering a program for the 
next six months. A Dominion control- 
ler of steel and iron may be appointed 
for this purpose,

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IDESCRIPTION OF THE BRILLIANT 


ACHIEVEMENTS 


IN THE FIGHTING 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Sept. 28.—The militia de- 
paMment today gave out the following 
account of the brilliant achievements 
of the Canadian corps in tae fighting 
around Léns: 

“The formidably defended position 
known as Hill 70, covering the ap- 
proach to Lens from the northwest, 
which in September, 1915, played so 
large a part in the battle of has 
been carried by assault and is now se- 
curely incorporated in our lines. The 
casualties inflicted on the enemy, both 
in the attack iteeif and in the minor 
operations which followed it, were 
quite exceptionally heavy, In addi- 
tion, 1,878 prisoners, with a large 
number of machine guns and trench 
mortars, were capiured by our troops. 
Four German divisions have been put 
out of action, and the divisions which 
have taken their places in the line 
have already suffered heavi'v. 

‘Our Gunners Splendid 

“Apart from the military value of 
the ground gained, such results repre- 
sent no small addition to the growing 
strain imposed upon the enemy by our 
offensive, and must contribute mater- 
fallly to the exhaustion of his re- 
serves, 

“Despite the enemy assertions to 
the contrary, the casualties incurred 
by our troops on August 15, were light, 
largely as a result of measures taken 
to induce the enemy to distribute the 
fire of his artillery over areas outside 
the limits of our attack. Throughout 
the whole of the subsequent fighting 
the superiority of our artillery and the 
courage and resource of our infant 
have kept our losses within very mod- 
erate bounds. 

“During the early part of the month 
continual rain and wind made opera- 
tion on a large scale impossible, but 
preparations for the attack were car- 
ried on steadily so far as conditions 
permitted, proceeding more rapidly as 
the weather gradually improved. 
Meanwhile, our patrols displayed 
great activity, and in conjunction with 
small raids frequently penetrated the 
German positions to a considerable 
depth. Bold daylight reconnaissances 
were made on several occasions and 
much valuable information was ob- 
tained, while at a number of points 
our outposts lines west of Lens was 
appreciably advanced. 

Push Forward Line 

“On the fourth and fifth of August 
in particular, small offensive patrols 
of two Canadian batalions pushed for- 
ward in daylight and succeeded in ad- 
vancing our line some 200 yards on

The excess of expenditures over re- 
celpts is made up by the head office, 
the practice being for our treasurer to 
deposit all receipts each month to the 
credit ‘of the National Treasurer and 
requisition each month for the amount 
necessary to pay the dependents for 
that month. 

It has always been understood that 
the North Alberta Branch shall raise 
one-half of the expenditure in North 
Alberta. Since the beginning, North 
Alberta has raised fifty-nine per cent., 
while South Alberta has raised seven- 
ty per cent, 

But when we consider the phenom- 
enal wheat crops of the south, high 
prices, and that South Alberta has 
three great industrial cities; that thir- 
ty-one of the forty_nine towns; fifty- 
nine of the ninety-five Rural Munict- 
palities of Alberta are in the territory 
covered by the South Alberta Branch, 
and that the monthly banking returns 
of the cities of the south are three 
times what they are in Edmonton, the 
results in North Alberta are very sat- 
isfactory. 

Budget For 1917-18, 


As will be noticed from the append- 
ed statements, the number of depend- 
ents shows a gradual decrease in the 
last few months. It is not anticipat- 
ed, however, that any great reduction 
will take place in the number of fami- 
lies to be supported for the next year. 
This should be taken into considera- 
tion in preparing the budget for 1917- 
18. It is anticipated by Sir ae 
260,000 for the coming year. Of this 
amount South Alberta has guaranteed 
to raise $375,000, North Alberta should 
do the same, and more, ‘This will 
possibly be sufficient at the present 
rates, but owing to the increased cost 
of fiving, certain classes of our de. 
pendents should have their allowan- 
ces raised to meet the extra cost of 
maintenance in these times. The 
members of the sub-committee who 
do the work, who come into contact 
with scores of soldiers’ families daily, 
who visit them in their homes, under- 


stand the justice and necessity of this 


proposition,

Seedmen from as far east as Chicago 
have been in Lethbridge during the 
past few days investigating the possi- 
| bilities of securing supplies of alfalfa 
seed from that part of Southern Alber- 
ta, which is now famous as the banner 
alfalfa section of Canada. One of the 
growers there, Mr. Charles Kane, ex- 
pects this year to realize his ambition 
to cut and thresh the largest field of 
alfalfa seed in North America. The 
value of his crop is estimated at up- 
wards of $150 per acre, and the total 
value of his one hundred acre field 
;may run as high as $15,000. 
| Alfalfa is being cultivated more and 
more extensively in Western Canada 
every year. Its greatest success has 
been attained under irrigation in 
Southern Alberta, but it is also grown 
to some extent in districts where irri-

While the farmers and other producers have been raising crops to feed the armies of 
liberty, making ships, and munitions, and implements of war, a lot of gentlemen have been 
spending their ample leisure in announcing their patriotism. When you work sixteen hours a day 
for liberty and democracy, you have not much time or will to wave the flag. 
to put in as much time waving it as they do, the whole world would starve to death.”
